LONDON EXPEDITER 
IN CO-ORDINATING 
AID AND DEFENSE 


President Indicates Chief 
Job of Industrialist and 


Sportsman Will Be to 
Work Out Munitions 


Priorities With Britain.

WASHINGTON, Feb. 19. — W. 
‘Averell Harriman, industrialist, fi- 

mancier, sportsman and former 
NRA official, will go to London in 
about two weeks to become “de- 
tense expediter,” President Roose- 
welt announced at his press con- 
ference late yesterday. 

Harriman’s appointment, which 
was forecast almost a month ago, 
was decided on Monday after Harry 
L. Hopkins, White House adviser 
and former Secretary of Commerce, 
had reported on his recent visit to, 
England. On Hopkins’ return, the 
President also formulated plans for 
working charts to speed up aid to 
Britain after the pending “lease- 
jend“ bill becomes a law. 

This plan, as simplified by the 
President, calls for the cataloguing 
of American and British orders al- 
ready made and their prospective 
delivery dates in 1941 and 1942 and 
the American and British needs 
which will be ordered when Con- 
gress appropriates the money. 
There will be a third chart of army 
and navy materials that will be 
gent to Britain as soon as possible 
after the “lease-lend” bill is enatted. 
The President told reporters that 
the British had made similar lists 
of their own orders, deliveries and 
meeds so that there could be quick 
co-operation at the proper time. 
He denied that Hopkins would be- 
come the American lease-lend“ 
administrator. 

Supplement to Winant’s Work. 

Harriman, a rich man and the 
pon of the late E. H. Harriman, 
head of the Union Pacific Railroad, 
will supplement the work of Am- 
bassador John G. Winant and his 
legal adviser, Benjamin V. Cohen, 
Government lawyer and adminis- 
tration “brain truster.” There have 
been complaints that the Winant- 
Cohen appointments were too ob- 
viously made to please organized 
labor in Britain, particularly Ernest 
Bevins, Minister of Labor. Al 
though Harriman’s diplomatic rank, 
if any, was not divulged by the 
President, the comparatively young 
New Yorker will be at home among 
the so-called privileged class of 
England. His favorite sport is polo, 
at which he gained an international 
reputation for playing and pony 
breeding. 

The President said the negotia- 
tions for Harriman’s appointment 
and the working out of details for 
priorities to England were only a 
few.of the assignments he had 
given Hopkins for the English trip. 

A month ago it was rumored that 
Harriman would be named Ameri- 
can Minister to London. At the 
time the President said many 
names were under consideration. 
Later he promoted Herschel V. 
Johnson, embassy counselor and 
eharge d’affairs to Minister. 


The President jokingly told re- 
porters that he had invented a new 
title for Harriman, that of “defense 
expediter,” which didn’t conform 
to any previous diplomatic lan- 
guage or usage. He said the ap- 
pointment would not require con- 
firmation by the Senate but he de- 
clined to tell what salary the posi- 
tion carried or to whom the “ex- 
pediter” would report.

Legislation to authorize a 3242, 000, 
000 program for development of 


naval bases, including Guam, 
Samoa and the new Atlantic island 


passed by the House today and sent 
to the Senate. 

The proposed $4,700,000 improve- 
ments at Guam were the same as 
those the House twice previously 
rejected, except for the addition of 
bomb proof shelters for some of 
the naval personnel and equip- 
ment on the island, because Japan 
might regard them as an affront. 


At Samoa, the bill would authorize 
expenditure of $8,100,000 for similar 


purposes.. : 

The bill, in addition to sanction- 
ing expansion of many existing 
naval bases and development of 
new facilities, specifically would 
authorize expenditure of $60,050,000 
for the navy's share of developing 
the string of Atlantic naval and 
air base sites obtained from Brit- 
ain. This represented the first for- 
mal House approval of the historic 
destroyer exchange. 

Final passage of the measure on 
a voice vote came after Chairman 
Vinson (Dem.), Georgia, of the 
House Naval Committee presented 
to the legislators a letter from the 
chief of naval operations asserting 
that, while there was “nothing of- 
fensive” about the twice-rejected 
Guam project, any protest from 
Japan about it ought to be “totally 
disregarded.’ 

In his letter to Vinson Admiral 
Stark remarked that a similar 
project for Guam—except for pro- 
vision of bombproof shelters for 
personnel and communications cen- 
ters—was defeated by the House 
last year “because Japan might 
take offense.” . 

“It is inconceivable to me that

Missouri Maternal Health 
Association Agrees to Await 
Ruling on Legality. 


The Postoffice Department has 
stopped the sending on contracep- 
tives through the mails by the Ma- 
ternal Health Association of Mis- 
souri, 4817A Delmar boulevard, an 


organization promoting birth con- 
trol. . 

Postoffice Inspector Rono Keefe 
said th. organization, which is af- 
filiated with the American Birth 
Control League, headed by Mar- 
garet Sanger, famous birth-control 
advocate, maintained it was with- 
in its rights in sending the prepa- 
rations through the mails, but had 
agreed not to send any more until 
a decision was obtained from the 
Solicitor-General of the United 
States Postoffice Department at 
Washington, to whom the legality 
of the question has been referred. 

Inspector Keefe said the mailing 
of the contraceptive preparations 
came to the attention of the Post- 


if fraud had been committed in ioftice Department recently in a 


routine check-up of mailed matter 
The packages did not clearly indi- 
cate the organization mailing them 
or set out fully they had been 
mailed by, to, or under the direction 
of a doctor, which is sometimes 
permissible under the postal laws. 

The association, which operates 
four clinics for married women of 
limited means and is supported by 
contributions, is managed by Mrs. 
Helen S. Buss, executive director, 
who referred inquiries to James 
A. Singer, an attorney and newly- 
elected president of the. associa- 
tion, 

Singer told a reporter that the 
contraceptives had been mailed for 
several years and that all the 
trouble was definitely because of 
an error in Government red tape 
covering regulations of the Post- 
office Department.” 

“The mailing of the contracep- 
tives was stopped purely on a tech- 
‘nicality and the Postoffice Inspec- 
tors were most co-operative with 
us,” Singer said. “They are mailed 
under directions of a doctor and 
the sending of similar preparations 
through the mails has had the ap- 
proval of the Federal Courts and 
the Postor ice Department for 
many years.“

marked we stopped mailing them 
until we receive a decision from 
Washington,” he added.

Three-Day Wait for 
Wedding Licenses.

JEFFERSON CITY Feb. 19.—The 
bill to prevent “gin marriages” by 
requiring a waiting period to ob- 
tain a marriage license was report- 
ed favorably last night by the House 

udiciary Committee. 

The bill, sponsored by the Parent- 
Teachers’ Association of Missouri, 


would prohibit the issuance of a 
marriage license until three days 


4 


after an application for the license 


had been filed. The measure is de- 
signed to prevent hasty, midnight 
marriages, and if enacted into law 
would destroy the business of jus- 
tices of the peace who specialize in 
“weddings at all hours.” 

In the Senate, a “marriage health 
bill,” requiring pairs planning to 
be married to undergo physical ex- 
aminations for the detection of 
venereal diseases, was introduced 
by Senator Michael Kinney of St. 
Louis, 


The measure would require exam- 
nations be made 15 days prior to 
the issuance of a marriage license. 
The examination would include a 
serological blood test for syphilis, 
and the State Board of Health ~ 
would be, empowered to make 
rules and regulations governing 
the methods for making the test. 


The measure is intended to pre- 
vent hasty marriages and provide 
a means for control and eradica- 
tion of venereal diseases. Similar 
bills were defeated at the last ses- 
sion of the Legisiature. 


The House committee also ap- 
proved a bill, introduced by Repre- 
sentative David A. Hess of St. 
Louis, which would sharply reduce 
the fees paid executors for the ad- 
ministration of estates. The bill, 
which Hess said was aimed at 
trust companies, would cut the 
present flat commission of 5 per 
cent to a graduated rate of 5 per 
cent of the first $20,000, 3 per cent 
of the next $50,000, 2 per cent of 
the next $30,000 and 1 per cent of 
amount in excess of $100,000.

Work Stoppages as 
Dangerous. 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 19 (AP).— 
William 8. Knudsen expressed be- 
lief today that attempts to pre- 
vent work stoppages in defense in- 
dustries by “overall” legislation 
might precipitate an industrial 
breakdown such as occurred in 
France. 

At the same time, the director of 
the Office of Production Manage- 
ment gave approval in part to a 
proposal by Representative Smith 
(Dem.), Virginia, to require a 

„cooling off“ period in employe- 
employer disputes before a strike 


could be called. 

Knudsen made the statements in 
response to questions at a House 
Judiciary Committee hearing on la- 
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bor difficulties in defense plants. 

The Defense Production chief 
told the committee he based his 
opposition to “overall” legislation 
on his own observation of what 
happened in France when the Blum 
Government fixed wages and max- 
imum working hours by decree. 
The United States has established 
minimum wages in some industries 
and does not limit the number of 
hours that can be worked. 

Sees No Great Stoppage. 

Asked whether he foresaw any 
“substantial stoppages” for the fu- 
ture, as a result of conditions now 
developing, Knudsen replied in the 
negative. 

“We can only judge the future 
by what has happened in the past,” 
he said, “and there has been noth- 
ing very serious in the last six 
months or 80.“ 

He mentioned, however, that a 
new coal wage agreement was 
“coming up” about April 1. 

Representative Walter (Dem.), 
Pennsylvania, asked at one point 
whether Knudsen believed an em- 
ployer who does not comply with 
the National Labor Relations Act 
should be blacklisted. 

“Certainly not,” replied the wit- 
ness, gesturing with a pencil. 

“Better Little by Little.” 

The defense program, Knudsen 
testified, is not being hampered 
seriously by labor trouble or 
sabotage. Minor difficulties soon 
will be eliminated, he added. 

“If you could get across to labor 
and industry how vital this pro- 
gram is to our future, to our life 
in the United States, then I don’t 
think petty disputes will stop the 
program, .. 

“These incidents (of small trou- 
bles) are somewhat unfortunate— 
I might say foolish—and I think 
that they will be straightened out. 

“I feel that conditions as of to- 
day do not warrant my making any 
suggestions for legislation.” 

Representative McLaughlin 
(Dem.), Nebraska, asked the wit- 
ness to explain his statement that 
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the difficulties probably would 
work themselves out. 

“As we get more conservative 
leadership (of unions) and the 
unions generally accept laws that 
are on the books, little by little 
we'll do better,” Knudsen replied. 

On the Strike Front. 

Knudsen predicted at the hearing 
that the Allis-Chalmers strike at 
Milwaukee would be settled tomor- 
row. “We thought we had it settled 
Saturday night but they thought 
up another one on the way home,” 
he remarked without elaboration. 

The strike went into its fifth 
week today with members of the 
United Automobile Workers’ Union 
(CIO) and the management going 
back into conference. The dispute 
has kept 9000 men idle.

LIVING COSTS HERE HIGHER 
IN 1940 THAN YEAR BEFORE 


Decrease; Index Rose From 
99.7 to 101.3.

NEW YORK, Feb. 19.—Living 

costs for wage earners and lower- 


salaried. clerical workers in St. 
Louis, Mo., increased to an aver- 
age index level of 101.3 last year, 
compared with an average of 99.7 
in 1938, the Conference Board, 
which reviews living costs in 56 
cities, reports in its current annual 
review. For 52 cities in which data 
were complete the average last year 
iti was 100.85. 
In St. Louis the average ranged 
from 100.2 in April,to 103 in Decem- 
ber. The comparisons are based 
on an index level of 100 in Jan- 
uary, 1939 

Average increases in individual 
items here last year, based on the 
index level in January, 1939, were 
as follows: Fuel and light costs, 
7 per cent; sundries, 1.6 per cent; 
house furnishings, 1.4 per cent; 
clothing, d per cent; food, 6 per 
cent. Housing costs were .4 per 
cent lower.

N chairman of the Soviet Board 

of Defense Industry, ‘told the 
eighteenth conference of the Com- 
munist party last night that the 
European war is “a war of motors” 
and “to a great extent of war of 
reserves.“ 


Motors require high technical 
level and large quantities of oil and 
nonferrous metals,“ he said in a 
speech reported by Tass (Soviet of- 
ficial news agency). The whole 
industry of the capitalist countries 
is being reorganized in this direc- 
tion. 


“The Soviet Union is bound to 
consider these technical, economic 
and other distinguishing features 
of the present war and adopt meas- 
ures to equip its own national 
economy with advanced. technique 
to keep the country in a due state 
of preparedness.” Z 


Vosnesenski, also chairman of 
state planning, asserted in a re- 
view of Russian industry-and pro- 
duction. for 1940 that neither “the 
economic crisis in capitalistic coun- 
tries, nor the imperialist’ war, has 
arrested the development of Soviet 
economy.” 


Taking the 1929 level of produc- 
tion as 100, he rated Russia’s 1940 
production at 534 and United 
States production at 111. 


“As to the defense industry,” he 
concluded, “the Soviet Government 
has been guided by the simple 
truth that if we want no ‘acci- 
dents’ to catch our people unaware, 
we must keep our powder dry and 
spare no means for the production 
of planes, tanks, armaments, war- 
ships and ammunition.” 


Vosnesenski said that, in three 
years of the third five-year plan, 
Russia’s national income increased 
by 29,500,000,000 rubles, for a total 
income of 125,500,000,000 rubles in 
1940. (The ruble has a nominal 
value of about 19 cents, but its 
true purchasing power cannot be 
determined accurately because 
there is no free market). 


The state plan for 1941, he ex- 
plained, has the following objec- 
tives: 


“1. Consolidation of the inde- 
pendence of the national economy 
of the U. S. S. R. from capitalistic 
environment so as not to depend 
on capitalistic sources, especially 
as regards metallurgy and machine 
building. 


“2. Developing socialist produc- 
tion by every means in every 
branch of the national economy. 

“3. Forestalling disproportions 
in the national economy and cre- 
ating a guarantee against the pos- 
sibility of failures through accumu- 
lation of new state reserves.” 


Economic tasks laid down in this 
plan, he said, include: 


A gross increase in industrial 
production to 162,000,000,000 rubles; 
a boost of 17 to 18 per cent from 
1940. 

Pig iron production of 18,000,000 
tons; steel, 22,400,000 tons; rolled 
metal, 15,800,000 tons; coal, 191 
000,000 tons; oil and gas, 38,000,000 
tons, and peat, 39,000,000 tons.

Japan’s Position 
Now Similar to 
That of Mussolini 
a Year Ago. ad 


HE position of Japan today is 
in many ways similar to that 
of Mussolini at about this time 
a year ago. The question for Japan 
is whether to join Hitler in his war 
to destroy British sea power. 


Until the spring of 1940 Mussolini 
had been a diplomatic ally and a 
non-belligerent supporter of Hitler. 
But his military activity had been 
limited and localized and separated 
from the great central struggle: 
Mussolini had used his armed forces 
only in Abyssinia, in the Spanish 
civil war, and: in Albania, avoiding 
a direct collision with any great 
power in the democratic camp. Ja- 
pan has thus far followed the same 
course: she is @ diplomatic ally of 
Hitler but her military action has 
been in Manchuria, in China proper, 
and in French Indo-China. 


In June, 1940, with the fall of 
France, Italy entered the great war, 
challenging British sea power in the 
Mediterranean and exposing her 
African empire to the hazards of 
war. The decision was taken by 
Mussolini on the assumption that 
Britain could not survive the fall 
of France, and that if he was to 
participate in the division of- the 
British and French empires, he 
must when the war ended, be in 
actual military occupation of all 
that he coveted. He knew that in 
Hitler’s settlement of the world, 
Italy would get no more than Italy 
held when the settlement was made. 


The Japanase have for the past 
year been turning over in their 
minds a similar calculation. They 
realize that if Hitler loses the war 
in Europe, the most they can hope 
for in Asia is a moderate, negotiat- 
ed settlement with China, Russia, 
Great Britain and the United 
States; there will be no “new order” 
with Japan as the master. But 
they are supposing also that if 
Hitler wins in Europe without their 
participation, he will consider him- 
self heir to the European posses- 
sions in the Far East. They are 
thinking that it will be Nazi Ger- 
many and not Japan which will 
claim title to the Dutch, French 
and British possession’ in the East 
Indies, in Southern Asia and in 
India itself. So like Mussolini last 
year, the Japanese now are facing 
the question of entering the World 
War for the dual purpose of assist- 
ing Hitler and of forestalling him. 


HE Japanese calculation today, 

like Mussolini’s a year ago, de- 
pends upon a correct estimate of 
what Hitler can do to Great Britain. 
Mussolini made a fatally false judg- 
ment in thinking that Hitler would 
win last year. This error has cost 
him his African empire and a good 
part of his fleet. Even if Hitler 
were to win this year, Mussolini 
will have lost the war for Italy. 
For even if Hitler wins against 
Britain, Mussolini will not only not 
be occupying the lands he covets— 
Egypt and the French African. em- 
pire—but he will not even be in 
possession of the Italian empire.

Subsequent- 
y, the Uruguayan Government out- 
lawed the Nazi Party in the country 
and, during the judicial investigg- 


tion of its activities, jailed seven 
Nazi Party organizers. They are 
still in jail. 

Langmann’s failure to have cer- 
tain anti-Nazi publications stopped 
also has been viewed as a diplo- 
matic setback. Only El Debate, 
the organ of the Herrerista Party, 
favors the totalitarians. Uruguay’s 
great newspapers, such as El Dia 
and El Pais, are Democratic in 
tone.

will be a defeated nation entirely 
dependent upon Hitler’s dictates. 
The Italian people are being told 
that even if they lose their war, 
Hitler’s victory will restore every- 
thing and some more besides. It is 
not possible that intelligent Italians 
believe this. For they can hardly 
have forgotten that in the Ver- 
sailles settlement, when they were 
present as one of the victorious Al- 
lies, they got less than they thought 
they were entitled to. For 20 years 
they have been told by Mussolini 
that as victors in the other war 
they were cheated by their allies. 
They are now asked to believe that 
after a military disaster in this 
war, Hitler will not only restore 
their lost empire but will endow 
them with an expanded empire. 
They are asked to believe this when 
they know that they occupy German 
territory in the Tyrol and that in 
Trieste they hold the Austrian port 
which is the natural outlet of Hit- 
ler’s empire into the Mediterranean. 
2 0 „ 
HE Japanese now face an even 
greater risk of misjudging the 
situation. While Japan might enter 
the war as Hitler’s ally, he is in no 
position to help Japan whereas he 
might be able to help Italy. It is 
within the bounds of the real possi- 
bilities that Hitler could retrieve 
the Italian disaster in the Mediter- 
ranean by land and air operations 
through. the Balkans and Spain. 
Moreover, Italy and Germany have 
a common frontier. But Hitler can- 
not help Japan. In fact, if Hitler 
were to move into the Mediterran- 
ean and be, highly successful, the 
net effect, far from helping Japan, 
would be to make the Japanese po- 
sition more precarious. For in the 
unlikely event that Hitler drove the 
British out of the Mediterranean, 


go to Singapore, and the whole con- 
siderable war effort of Australia, 
New Zealand, India, Africa, plus a 
very powerful fleet, would be con- 
centrated against Japan. 

The Japanese are in danger of 
making an even graver miscalcula- 
tion than Mussolini; There is better 
than an even chance that they may 
be misjudging the prospects of Hit- 
ler’s attack on Britain. There is 
mofe than an even chance that they 
are misjudging the speed with 
which, if at all, he can conquer 
Britain. But above all they are mis- 
judging the military consequences 
to themselves if Hitler did drive the 
British out of Europe. Just as 
Mussolini did not foresee that by 
driving the British out of France, 
Hitler would make it possible for 
the British to send equipment for 
Wavell’s army in Egypt, since there 
was no longer a western front to 
consume equipment, so driving the 
British out of Europe will drive a 
very large part of the British forces 
into Asia. The Japanese should not 
forget that if Europe were lost to 
the British, the next great agglom- 
eration of British peoples is in the 
region of which Singapore is the 
center, anti that the British navy 
and air force are sworn to defend 
not only the British Isles but the 
whole British Commonwealth and 
its dependencies. 


HE Japanese are in no less 

great danger of misunderstand- 
ing and -miscalculating the ac- 
tions of the United States, and we, 
on our part, can do no greater in- 
jury to the cause of peace than to 
fail to make clear to Japan now, 
before she commits herself, irrevo- 
cably, that she cannot count upon 
our permanent néutrality. It is

Why the Campbell House Is Unusual. 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

HE proposal of the Architets’ Commit- 

tee on the Preservation of Historic 
Buildings to interest the St. Louis public 
in saving the old Campbell mansion on 
Locust street should arouse the interest 
of every St. Louisan who cherishes the 
traditions of his city and every organiza- 
tion even remotely interested in the cul- 
tural life of the city. 

The pioneer and the social history of 
St. Louis are linked with the Campbell 
family and the house. The history of 
architecture, of furniture, of interior 
decorating are made alive for us by the 
old house with its mid-Victorian furnish- 


THE PEOPLE 


The casual reader may wonder what is 
o unusual about the old house on Fif- 
teenth street, not far from the Public Li- 
brary. Why should we rush to save a 
place built by an Irishman who made a 
fortune in the fur trade? 

Well, here is the answer: In the first 
place, Col. Campbell was a man of taste, 
as revealed by the exterior and the interi- 
or of the house, built 85 years ago. 

Secondly, the house, built in 1855, em- 
bodied the most authentic Victorian 
styles. 

To quote: “Prince Albert had the taste, 
not his Queen. It was he who promoted 
the Crystal Palace exhibit of 1851. Great 
illustrated catalogues were prepared and 
widely circulated. Some came to St. 
Louis. Skilled craftsmen here copied 
those designs for the original furnishings 
of the Campbell house. In it is a collec- 
tion of mid-Victorian furniture believed 
to be unique.” 

Now, undoubtedly there were many 
families of wealth and taste who built and 
furnished houses in St. Louis about 85 
years ago. But, and here is the rarity, 
what other house in St. Louis is still the 
dwelling place of the descendants of those 
families? And rarest of all, what other 
house in St. Louis, or elsewhere, has for 
60 years been a home without a woman? 

Fifty-nine years ago, the wife of Col. 
Campbell followed her husband to the 
grave, leaving the house to her unmarried 
sons. For 59 years, the old house has 
had a master but no mistress! Imagine 
a house freed from woman’s craving for 
change! That is, in part, the uniqueness 
of the Campbell mansion. 

There is a subject for the novelist as 
well as the historian, the antiquarian and 
the artist. 

Paris has its historic city treasure 
house—the Carnavalet. Cincinnati has its 
City Museum, given by the Taft family. 
St. Louis, by the merest chance, at the 
eleventh hour, has an opportunity to cre- 
ate such a treasure house. 

We appeal to the committee mentioned 
above to take the lead in originating a 
plan to preserve the house and its treas- 
ures, and we call on all interested groups 
and individuals to co-operate with such a 
plan.

lease-lend bill as a commitment whereby we state 
to the world our unreserved purpose of not letting 
England fall to Hitler. For Senator Pepper, this 
is a talking point in favor of the bill; for Senator 
Clark, it is a point against it. . 

It is too bad the American people did not start 
pondering this decision a year and a half ago, 
when it was amply apparent that whether or not 
we could keep out of the war was dependent, 
barring an unexpectedly easy Allied victory, upon 
our willingness or unwillingness in the last analysis 
to see England defeated. Instead, the people listened 
to men like Senators Pepper and Austin talk about 
aid “short of war,” not realizing until now that they 
didn’t mean it. As a result they are brought up 
against the issue with disconcerting abruptness and 
at a time when calm thinking is increasingly dit- 
ficult. 

As for the lease-lend bill, however, we cannot 
agree that it necessarily stands as an all-out com- 
mitment to England. Senator Clark seems to think 
it must be defeated in toto to avoid that commit- 
ment. However, the bill has already been modified 
in various important particulars. It can, and should, 
further be modified by a clause definitely forbidding 
the sending of American merchant ships or naval 
convoys into the battle zones. 

A strong no-convoy amendment, in contrast to the 
virtually meaningless Hoyse amendment on this sub- 
ject,. will make it clear that the bill does not repre- 
sent an “all-out” commitment to England. And the 
American people did not vote in November for such a 
commitment. They voted in November for a “short 
of war” policy vigorously espoused by both candidates 
for President. As former Gov. Landon told the Sen- 
ate Foreign Relations Committee: : 

The national policy decided in the last elec- 
tion was limited aid to England. There was 
fundamental agreement on that policy. The na- 
tional policy of unlimited aid was not decided 
because it was not an issue. 

How true this is can be established by the most 
casual reading of both Mr. Roosevelt’s and Mr. 
Willkie’s campaign speeches. :

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PADEREWSKI’S RULE. 

The Minuet in G is being played rather too often 
this week. Yet it is a nice thing, and the occasion 
fully justifies it. Music lovers this week are cele- 
brating the fiftieth anniversary of the American 
debut of its composer, Ignace Jan Paderewski. 

Paderewski has always been a special favorite of 
American audiences, not Only because, as one emi- 
nent critic said, he could play Chopin nocturnes 
and Beethoven sonatas with a feeling and a beauty 
beyond that of all other artists of the piano, but 
also because, as a statesman, he seemed to us to 
possess in a high degree a virtue for which we have 
great regard, the virtue which was to the Romans 
all virtue—patriotism. , 

After Versailles gave his Poland a new national 
birth, Paderewski deserted his black and white key- 
board to serve as Premier until 1921. But this 
political phase of his life was a bitter one. He saw its 
wheel turn full circle when the first German bombs 
fell on Warsaw in 1939’s fateful September. 

Here might have been disillusionment enough for 
a whole generation of men—war, emancipation, dicta- 
torship and again war. But at 80, Paderewski is 
working to start the next cycle. Discouragement 
has not marked him with the stain of cynicism, _ 

An old man, and weary, he addressed his American 
audiences over the radio the other day. He might 
have talked of the new Poland which he sees with 
the eyes of the heart, but for once he did not try 
to bring back the old hauteur, the old fire. He 
raised no crusader’s cry. 

Every civilized man, Paderewski said, recognizes 
good and evil. No man has difficulty in drawing 
the line between the two. And his rule simply is 
that each and every one of us should resolve never 
to cross that line. 

The world is full of Paderewskis who do not cross 
the line. Yet they are all individuals, and so they 
do not always prevail against the torrent. 

Shall there ever be an empire of these men of good 
will? Beside it, the glory that was Greece and the 
grandeur that was Rome would be as tawdry tinsel.

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MAYOR DICKMANN ANNOUNCES. 


Mayor Dickmann has formally announced his can 


didacy for a third four-year term. Since he has no 
serious opposition and the prospect is that he ‘will 


have none, the Democratic primary will be no more 


than a formality. The Mayor’s announcement is 
equal to his renomination. 

Mr. Dickmann’s eight years at the City Hall have 
been years of notable progress in St. Louis. The 
Mayor places the smoke elimination ordinance at 
the top of his list of accomplishments, and his 
choice is correct. The success of the community’s 
battle against the killing blight of smoke is one of 
the most important achievements in the city’s long 
history. It would be a credit to any administration, 
and Bernard F. Dickmann is entitled to his full 
share of the credit. 

There are other good works in Mayor Dickmann’s 
record. The standard milk ordinance is a major 
public health guarantee. In a time of revenue prob- 
lems and many demands on city funds, the ad- 
ministration has reduced the municipal deficit. If 
it has not yet ironed out all the details in the re- 
lations between the city and the Terminal Railroad 
on the bridge exchange, it has made substantial 
progress to that end. 

On the other side of the book stand such things 
ag the vote frauds—both the scandalous registration 
of some 46,000 ghost names for the 1936 primary and 
the proved irregularities in the riverfront bond 
issue election. On this side, too, is the ruthless 
use of the Democratic city machine to place political 
Judges on the Circuit Court—Judges who on more 
than one occasion did the bidding of the politicians 
who set them on the bench.

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IF THE CAMPBELL HOUSE IS TO BE SAVED. 

Those who saw the interior of the old Campbell 
house and watched workmen packing up its rich 
furnishings for removal to the auction sale next 
Monday had this thought: what a splendid fhing 
it would be if the stately house and ita paintings 
and hangings, its furniture and art objects could 
be kept intact as a public museum of the St. Louis 
that was in old Lucas place days. 

It was the hope of many persons that the City 
Art Museum might take over the house and main- 
tain it as a combination Victorian period room dis- 
play and a downtown branch of the museum in which 
changing exhibits could be shown. That hope is lost, 
with the lack of interest on the part of the museum 
management in such a plan. 

Two possible means remain for saving the rich 
house as a downtown museum. One is for interested. 
persons to get together at once to provide an organ- 
ization which could take it over and maintain it. 
The other, and this is the more practical, is for 
Mayor Dickmann, who was one of the interested 
visitors Monday afternoon, to explore the possibility 
of its being maintained as a municipal museum as 
the Board of Education maintaina the Eugene Field 
birthplace at 634 South Broadway. 

But if something is to be done, it will need to 
be done forthwith. In a few days, the furnishings 
many of them valuable only as they appeared in 
their natural setting in the old house—will have 
been scattered far and wide. St. Louis will have 
lost another of those treasures thdt so many other 
cities have the wisdom to keep. 
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A SHAM BURIAL-SOCIETY BILL. 

A Missouri Supreme Court ruling last Dec. 11 made 
it mandatory that burial societies come under State 
regulation or quit business. The bill just introduced 
by Senator L. N. Searcy of Eminence for such regu- 
lation, however, is a sham. 

These societies are engaged in the insurance busi- 
ness, as the Supreme Court recognized. So why 
should they not be regulated by the State Insurance 
Department instead of by a Burial Society Commis- 
sioner, to be appointed by the Attorney General, as 
Searcy proposes? 

Why, furthermore, should they not be compelled 
to pay their claims in cash, instead of in the “mate- 
rials and services” (at the undertaker’s own valua- 
tion) provided by the Searcy bill? Other insurance 
companies have to pay cash. The requirement for 
burial-society reserve funds is good, but why. the re- 
markably low limit set for these funds in the bill?

ENATORS Gerald P. Nye (Rep.), North 
Dakota, and Burton K. Wheeler (Dem.), 
Montana, want the Senate to ask all the 


warring nations to state their war aims— 


Great Britain, Greece, China, Germany, 
Italy, Japan and “other belligerent govern- 
ments of 1941.” The idea is to smoke a defi- 
nite statement of war aims out of Britain, 
now our unofficial ally and maybe tomor- 
row our actual ally. 

Of course, Senators Nye and Wheeler are 
leaders of the isolation or appeasement 
group, and hence their suggestion is being 
heaped with abuse, persona] and otherwise, 
by the more skillful of the smearers on the 
interventionist side. 

Nevertheless, the request for a statement 
of war aims seems reasonable to us, in view 
of the fact that we are being asked, via the 
dictatorship bill, to give England the same 
kind of blank check as England gave Po- 
land before Hitler took Poland. 

In previous wars, our own war aims have 
been clear. In the Revolution, the aim was 
to make good on this passage from the Dec- 
laration of Independence: 

“We ... solemnly publish and declare, 
That these United Colonies are, and of Right 
ought to be, Free and Independent States: 
that they are Absolved from all Allegiance to 
the British Crown, and that all.political con- 
nection between them and the State of Great 
Britain is and ought to be totally dissolved.” 

Our war aims in the War of 1812 were to 
remain independent of Great Britain, and 
to establish the freedom of the seas. 

We had beautifully frank and clear war 
aims in the Mexican War of 1846. We want- 
ed more territory out of which to make more 
slave states. Mexico’s war aim was to 
ave our 1845 annexation of the Repub- 
lic of Texas. . 

Our Civil War aim was best stated by Pres- 
ident Lincoln in his famous letter of Aug. 
22, 1862, to Horace Greeley: 

paramount object in this struggle is 
to save the Union, and is not either to save 
or to destroy slavery. If I could save the 
Union without freeing any slave, I would do 
it; if I could save it by freeing all the slaves, 
I would do it; and if I could save it by free- 
ing some and leaving others alone, I would 
also do that.“ : 7 : 

In the Spanish-American War of 1898, our 


aim was to remove the last relic of Spanish 
Empire rule from this hemisphere. 

Our World War aims were a bit fuzzy 
around the edges. Asking Congress April 
2, 1917, to declare war on Germany, Presi- 
dent Woodrow Wilson said: 

“We are glad, now that we see the facts 
with no veil of false pretense about them, 
to fight thus for the ultimate peace of the 
world and for the liberation of its peoples, 
the German peoples included: for the rights 
of nations great and small and the privilege 
of men everywhere to choose their way of 
life and obedience, The world must be made 
safe for democracy.” 

In this war, the aims of Great Britain, 
with whom we may find ourselves fighting 
almost before we know it, have not been 
specified, even fuzzily. 

Britain may be fighting toward one of 
several final objectives, meaning we may be 
about to go to war for one of several objec- 
tives unknown to us. 

Is the object merely to save Britain itself 
from a German invasion? Is it to preserve 
the British Empire intact, with Hitler’s 
Germany left similarly intact on the conti- 
nent of Europe? Is the aim to get Hitler 
and hang him personally; or to hang him 
and all the big shots of the Nationa! Social- 
ist party? Or is it to fight on until Ger- 
many is completely smashed, the peace con- 
ference then to cut Germany up into several 
weak states and to restore all the little Ver- 
sailles Treaty states which proved econom- 
ically unsound and unstable? 

We're being asked to pay for much of 
Britain’s war effort, beginning now. Despite 
current solemn assurances to the contrary, 
we shall probably be asked before the year 
is up to send another A. E. F. to Europe. 

Ambassador Lord Halifax said at a recent 
press conference that Britain’s war aim was 
“to win,” and after that to reorganize a 
world in which there would be no more war. 
It reminds us somehow of Versailles in 1919. 
If, for instance, Britain wins, will she re- 
store to Mussolini his African Empire, or 
will she keep it as she kept the German 
African colonies in 19197 

If our boys are going to die in this war, 
and it looks as if they are, isn’t it fair that 
they and their parents should know in ad- 


vance what they are going to die for?

ASE R-187: Hiram W., aged 42, is président of a school 
board. “Yesterday you pointed out the fallacy in relying 
too heavily on a teacher’s advanced degrees,” he began. 
_ “How would you select teachers if you were hiring them for 
the public schools and colleges? 
‘Wouldn't you give weight to an 

applicant’s advanced degrees?” 


* 
DIAGNOSIS: Certainly I would 
give due weight to such degrees, 
and would pay attention to the 
scholarship of the applicants when 
they were in college. But a teacher 
doesn't pass his degrees along to 
his students, so I would give even 
more consideration to those things 
which can be handed on to the 
, young people coming to that teach- 
er as a fountain of information 
and possibly an object for hero 
worship. First, Td want a teacher with physical vitality, a 
charming personality and a sincere enthusiasm for helping 
young people. I wouldn’t want to pay good money sending my 
children to a teacher who wore a chronic sour puss and had 
a pessimistic view of life. Second, I'd want a teacher who 
set a positive moral example. I would not be content, either, 
to look on the teacher’s application blank just to see that he 
had listed a certain church preference. No, I'd probe into the 
kind of home whence he came. Td find if he was active in 
church and T. M. C. A. or C. T. O. and other religious organ- 


izations.

THEN TD LEARN if he had been a leader in such con- 
structive organizations, or had acted as a Sunday school 
teacher or president of a young people’s society, or a patrol 
leader or Scoutmaster. Td also want to know if he had 
earned his way through school, at least in part, and if he had 
received any debating or public platform experience. Never 
would I willingly submit to having my children sit before a 
teacher who was so dry and uninteresting as to put his 
students to sleep. A school teacher should be at least a fair 
orator. Then Td check into his political past, and see if he had 
always cast his ballot in the primaries and November elections, 
for a loyal American citizen would not be guilty of staying 
away from the polls on election day. Since I like America and 
want my children to feel the same way Td not choose a 
Communist or asinine ape of European attitudes and institu- 
tions. I believe in free speech and the presentation of both 
sides of all questions, but I mean both sides!

NOWADAYS MANY teachers, especially in college class- 
rooms, present but one side of the question on economic and 
political issues and we other American professors may never 
get access to the students to balance their education with the 
other side of the question. So they graduate with biased 
views. Finally, I'd probe into their teaching methods to see 
if they tried to stress the practical aspects of their subject 
matter. My chemistry professors, for instance, would not 
teach high schoolers how to make remotely relevant products, 
such as TNT, but let them graduate without knowing how to 
remove iodine stains or make soap on a farm.

Identical Twins

readers have often found out that I have a great interest 
M. twins. They engage my attention because they are 
organisms that start life with the same life force. I am 
particularly interested in those that have the same diseases, 
S live the same length of time, and 
6 display the same physical peculi- 

arities, though separated as to en- 

vironment. An instance of iden- 

tical twins who displayed the same 

response to a given outside influ- 

ence is a reported case of vaccina- 

tion. Two days after vaccination 

of these identical twins, four pus- 

tules appeared in identical posi- 

tions on the skin. Three days 

later, two more pustules appeared 

on each, and one pustule appeared 

in front of the left ear of each 

twin. All the pustules on both dis- 

DR. CLENDENING appeared on the same day and the 
vaccination scar was exactly the same shape and size in each.

IDENTICAL TWINS are seldom reared separately, but 
when they are, even with entirely different environments, their 
characteristics are the same. Dr. H. H. Newman of the Uni- 
versity of Chicago has recorded the history of a pair of twins, 
one brought up in London, England, one in Ontario, Canada. 
When they met 20-odd years after their separation, they found 
they both had the same tastes, both had hasty tempers, both 
worried about the same things. One had had a better education 
and his intelligence quotient was higher, which indicates that 
environment affects the intellect more than the emotions. This 
is typical of many case histories of identical twins separated 
in childhood which Newman records in his book, “Twins: A 
Study of Heredity and Environment.” Twins do not dress 
alike entirely to confuse people; they like the same colors and 
patterns. I know one of a pair of twin brothers. They live 
at opposite ends of the country. Nearly every year they travel 
to visit their mother on her birthday. Time after time, when 
they arrive, without any communication of agreement having 
passed between them, they will be wearing the same colored 
ties, clothes—even hats and shoes of the same model.

TWINS UNDOUBTEDLY run in families, though not as 
markedly as sometimes supposed. Twin births occur once in 
80; triplets once in 7000. Dr. Detweler of the United States 
Department of Agriculture has published the record of the 
Berthelet family, which he has trated in great detail since 1685. 
Out of 1333 individuals whose birth records can be found, 
there were 22 sets of twins, about one-third more than the 
average. The most fascinating feature of the study of twins, 
to me, is the fact that so many pairs have the same length 
of life. If they die natural deaths—that is, not accidental, 
which includes deaths from an infectious disease like pneumo- 
nia, we have many instances of their dying on the same day 
and even on the same hour. Such facts tend to support the 
theory that what you do to your body does not make nearly

Sprinkle with grated cheese 
mixed with melted butter and 
crumbs. Arrange in a shallow pan, 
add a fourth-inch layer of hot 
water and bake 20 minutes in a 
moderate oven.

BROCCOLI CREOLE. Brown 
four tablespoons each of chopped 
onions, green peppers, celery and 
parsley in four tablespoons bacon 
fat.

HE child who says, “I don’t 
T care,” and lives up to it, is a 

burden to his mother and a 
grievance to his teacher. There 
is no good in saying, “I'll make you 
care.” Force will never make a 
child see wit, your eyes and act 
according to Your wisdom. To go 
along with you he must love and 
trust you, and one does not love 
those who shout, I'll make you.” 


The first step must be toward 
the child. One does not under- 
stand the reason for his bitter 
mood but one can always know 
that at heart he is a child, affec- 
tionate, willing and in need of help. 
One can feel sympathetic with the 
little mortal so defiant and 80 
helpless. When sympathy floods 
the soul, the child feels it and 
turns toward it promptly. Don't 
say, bad child.” Say, I'm sorry,” 
and mean it. 


Listen carefully to this child;

ET’S get busy on our figure 
L exercises, to prevent flabbiness 

and to give us trim lines as we 
reduce. Such exercises will really 
do wonders for the figure. 


We'll concentrate on the abdo- 
men, waistline, hips and thighs, 
as these are the spots that are 
usually most in need of shaping up 
as fat pads disappear. Here are 
some simple exercises that should 
form the backbone of your night 
and morning exercise routine, Do 
each exercise only two times the 
first day, and gradually work up to 
10 times each, 


The abdomen should be flat, and 
it won't be unless the muscles are 
strengthened so that they can do 
their job of holding you in. And, 
incidentally, make a habit of hold- 
ing the stomach in all the time, 
until you do it automatically.

tendance is purely voluntary and 
most of those permitted to attend 
are men serving short. terms for 
petty offenses—violations of city 
ordinances, speeding, drunkenness, 
fighting in the street, writing bad 
checks, non-support, and similar 
crimes. 

We went into the white concrete 
building on the Workhouse grounds, 
down a long hall, smelling strongly 
of disinfectant, to a wide areaway 
at the end of the hall where classes 
were held. The men, all in blue- 
and-white striped shirts, and soiled 
white trousers, were sitting on long 
wooden benches at wooden tables. 
One member of the group was talk- 
ing; it later developed, as in most 
discussions, that two or three did 
most of the talking, the others nod- 
ding, laughing or generally showing 
agreement, This speaker was argu- 
ing against giving aid to Britain. 

“You say we should aid England 
because England is our chief mar- 
ket,” he was saying. “Instead, why 
don’t we create our own markets, 
in South and Central America? 
Why send our boys overseas to save 
a market when we have markets 
here in this hemisphere? Maybe 
England is our geratest buyer, but 
does she ever pay for what she 
buys?” 

There was laughter at this point, 
and still more when he said: 

“How did the English get into 
war? Just like you and I got in 
the workhouse. They got into 
trouble and now they’d give any- 
thing in the world to get out of it. 

“If this country is in danger of 
invasion we should fight to the 
last drop of blood. But Hitler 
hasn't conquered England and he’s 
not ready to invade the United 
States. What benefit would we 
receive if England won the war? 
What benefit did we get when the 
Allies won the last war? We had 
one of the worst recessions in his- 
tory. 

“Our loyalty to England exists 
only because we are both English 
speaking countries, and I wish one 
of us would change languages. 
We're not actually, only spiritually 
connected with England, but some 
people act as if England is our 
mother country. Our future lies 
not with England but with the 
United States of America.” 

The man who was for aid to 
Britain took issue with him. 

“The guilt of the war isn't Eng- 
land’s exclusively,” he reminded 
him. “I believe it’s generally agreed 
that the Versailles Treaty was the 
start of Hitler and the present 
war, and the Versailles Treaty was 
dictated to the United States and 
Britain by France. That makes 
us as guilty as England. France

is paying her debt now, but Hitler 
plans to collect from England and 
from us, too. 

“The world is divided into two 
camps, totalitarianism and democ- 
racy. Both cannot survive. The 
democracies must win, so that a 
league of democracies can dom- 
inate the world. England is not 
only our best customer but our 
best friend. She protects the At- 
lantic for us, allowing us to look 
to the Pacific.” 

Another pro-aid man spoke up, 
“You say that if peace were made 
in Europe, people would at least 
have a place to sleep and some- 
thing to eat. That's all they will 
have under Hitler. And if that’s 
all they have, there’s no difference 
between a human and a dog. Under 
the democracies they'll get more 
than that. : 
strong Germany and milk the rest 


ot the world.” 


The anti-aid speaker sprang up 
again. “Didn’t you ever hear this, 
that John was a mighty nice fellow 
tin John became a guard or an 
officer, then he became the worst 
fellow in the world. That’s what 
happens when you allow anyone to 
dominate too much. We don’t want 
to dominate Europe. We want Eu- 
rope to solve its own problems, and 
the only way it can solve its prob- 
lems is to abolish war. What 
Europe needs is not for us to en- 
courage war, not to prolong war, 
but to stop war.” 

“There’s a homely philosophy,” 
one of the “pros” came back. 1 
believe it’s in ‘David Harum,’ that 
goes, ‘Do unto others as they would 
do unto you—only do it first.’ 
That's our real reason for help- 
ing England, because we realize 
that we're bound to come to grips 
with the dictators sooner or later. 
You spoke of developing South 
American markets.

For example, 62 teach- 
ers engage in a literacy program, 
teaching a total of 6000 persons, 
most of them colored, who need in- 
struction in reading and writing. It 
has been estimated that there are

Economical Menus 
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By Meta Given 


ROCCOLI is a green, strong 

juiced vegetable with member- 

ship in the cabbage family. 
Therefore, it requires a method 
which combines the best procedures 
for cooking green and strong fla- 
vored vegetables in order to obtain 
a pleasant flavor, attractive color, 
and easily digested food. 

The structure of the vegetable 
presents some cooking problems. 
The heads are very delicate and 
cook quickly while the stalks are 
often thick and have a rather 
tough skin. This skin, if left on, 
requires considerable cooking to 
make it tender; broccoli from 
which the skin has been peeled is 
delightfully tender. Peel stalks 
carefully beginning at the bottom 
and pulling upward to head; re- 
move peelings. ‘Then slash stalk in 
half lengthwise. The vegetable may 
be lightly tied in bundles like as- 
paragus, plunged into boiling salted 
water, and cooked in an uncovered 
kettle at a moderate rate until ten- 
der, 

When so prepared the time re- 
quired to cook this vegetable is 
shortened to not more than eight 
to 10 minutes. Consequently it is 
unusually delicate in flavor; the 
quick cooking also produces a vege- 
table with a most attractive green 
color. The best way to serve the 
vegetable is to drain it thoroughly, 
add a generous amount of melted 
butter, or serve with a good cheese 
or Hollandaise sauce.

West made an unfortunate selec- 
tion in the opening lead, the nine of 
clubs, which immediately made the 
contract a virtual laydown. Ob- 
viously, two hearts and two dia- 
monds could have been garnered 
by the defenders before relinquish- 
ing the lead, 

Not to be outdone in generosity, 
the declarer promptly surrendered 
his advantage. Presented with the 
opportunity for a “free” club finesse 
which, if it worked, would permit 
the discarding of all his diamonds, 
he was not careful enough to figure 
what might happen if the finesse 
failed to work. He soon learned! 

Dummy’s club jack was smoth- 
ered by East’s queen and declarer 
had to ruff. Since diamond dis- 
cards were vital, dummy’s spade 
ace had to be used for an imme- 
diate entry; the ace and king of 
clubs were played and two dia- 
monds were discarded by South.

ND as she packed tonight, re-

She 
realized that all the costumes of 
the company now shamelessly 
showed red stains at the neck from 


grease paint, and two or three of 


the men were becoming slack 
about makeup. Tony Murphy, who 
at the beginning had always been 
in his dressing room three-quar- 
ters of an hour before curtain rise, 
now rushed in, smelling of beer, 
just at the 15-minute call, and 
sometimes he went on still wear- 
ing his street clothes.

Four hundred and twenty people 
huddled protectively together in 
the center of an auditorium meant 
for 1300. They felt naked to the 
cold prairie winds, and were afraid 
to laugh or to give that sighing 
shiver which tells the actors that 
a love scene is “going over.” 

It is a fable that the “fourth 
wall” of the stage is empty. There, 
massed, are the most influential 
part of the cast: the audience. On 
their acting, their timing, their 
professional training, depends the 
contributory vividness of the rest 
of the cast. And audiences differ 
from night to night, at least as 
much as individual actors. An un- 
trained audience is as uncomfort- 
able a collaborator as an untrained 
surgeon or an untrained lover. 

Tonight's audience at Dalesburg 
was the clammiest the company 
had ever encountered, and it was 
not entirely the fault of Mr. An- 
drew Deacon & Associates if they 
played Romeo and Juliet, like the 
last week of a lawsuit. It wasn't 
merely that they dropped lines; 
they didn’t know whether they 
dropped them or not. 

Tonight, after the show, instead 
of his usual benedictory, “Another 
day, another dollar,” Doc Keezer 
grunted, Well, got the chores done 
again, and the cattle are all safe 
for the night. Ain't this a hell of a 
way to earn a living!”
